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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: "Method and System For Representing and Accessing 
Data for Computer Software Applications". 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 



reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Claussen et al 
USPN 6,718,516. 
Regarding claims 1, 11 and 12 
Claussen et al teaches; 

- accessing a custom tag library, wherein the custom tag library includes one or more tags 
each designating an operation to access data (see figures 3, 4 column 5, lines 25-67, " 
DOM with custom tag. . ."), 

- defining a script to represent at least a portion of the graphical user interface (column 6, 
lines 37-53, " custom tags been processed. . . by run time code"); 

- including in the defined script at least one of the tags to enable interaction between the 
graphical user interface and the fimctional component (column 7, lines 6-21, " data 
structure that. . . proper attribute"). 

Regarding claims 2 and 4 
Claussen et al teaches; 

- substituting attribute values, substituting element values, iteration, testing the validity of 
an expression, or creating a document object model instance (figures 6 and 9, column 7, 
lines 6-2 1 , " data structure that. . . proper attribute" , column 1 1 , line 32, "Java code. . . 
tag been handler"). 

Regarding claims 3, 5 and 6 
Claussen et al teaches; 
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- accessing a custom tag library, wherein the custom tag library includes one or more tags 
each designating an Xpath operation (see figures 3-8 column 5, lines 25-67, " DOM with 
custom tag..."), 

- defining a Javaserver Page (JSP) to represent at least a Portion of the graphical user 
interface (figure 9, column 5, lines 8-22, "known JSP... pre-parsing routine"); 

- including in the defined JSP at least one of the tags to enable interaction between the 
graphical user interface and the functional component (, column 5, lines 24-50, "DOM 
with custom tags. . . an XSL style sheef , column 7, lines 6-21 , " data structure that. . . 
proper attribute"). 

Regarding claims 7-12 
Claussen et al teaches; 

- receiving information about contents of the document object model (see abstract); and 

- defining a user interface including one or more custom tags for accessing the contents of 
the document object model (colunm 6, lines 37-53, " custom tags been processed... by 
run time code"); 

- wherein the custom tags facilitate accessing the contents of the document object model 
by permitting use of operation to access data (figures 3-6, column 2, lines 49-67, 
"document object model tree., fi-om the DOM").
